Randazzo, a vital communications 
control point, has been compared in 
importance with Tunis in the Afri- 
can Campaign. 

The Axis forces moved eastward 
along the twenty miles road to 
Taormina. A bold advance was made 
by the Americans, and by nightfall 
on Thursday they weresfighting the 
Axis troops hand-to-hand on the 
edge of the bomb and shell-ravaged 
town. 

The American drive on Randazzv 
had come through the mountains 
from Cesaro. To reach the town the 
troops had to make a yard-by-yard 
advance through defiles continually 
blocked by demolitions and under 
withering fire from artillery perched 
on cliff-top vantage pointe. 

Less than 48 hours previously the 
Americans had linked up with the 
British advance from Bronte. 

From Randazzo the main road 
north to Méssina switigs ¢ast to ‘the 
coast at Fiuemfreddo, between 
Taormina and Giarre. 

Latest reports indicate. that British 
troops advancing between Etna and 
the sea are only a few miles south 
of Fiuemfreddo. The only other out- 
iet from the ‘‘bottleneck’’ is a 
rough mountain pass over the 
Nebrodi Mountains, but this path is 
already threatened by the American 
advance along the coast. 


DIFFICULT ROAD 


David Brown cabled from Allied 
Headquarters early this morning :—

GERMAN COMMENT 


The German News Agency said: 
**The Soviets concentrated material 
on this front in extraordinary 
strength. When they thought they 
had made our trenches ripe for 
assault by artillery fire, salvo guns 
and mortars. in conjunction with 
battle ’planes, the tanks rolled for- 
ward and flamethrower batteries 
sprayed their burning clouds of oil 
to pave the’ way for their infantry.

Owen Munro (28) was found dead 
yesterday morning—shot through the 
head—after a 14 hours’ siege of his 
house in Barry road, E. Dulwich, 
London... «Police used tear gas. and 
smoke bombs.in an. effort. to dis. 
lodge him, but he held off all comers. 
with a shot gun. 

One policeman was

Munro was a tall, good-looking, 
well-educated young man, A doctor 
had advised him that he would be 
removed for hospital treatment, and 
this apparently upset him. Wha2n 
he saw the ambulance in the road 
outside he barricaded himself in the 
attic, where police later found 
canisters of shot, two swords, and 
other weapons. 

His father, sister and mothér were 
in the house at the time. i 
mother was take away before 
Munro began firing. . 

His sister went up to the attic 
when the shooting started and tried 
to persuade him to.drink a cup of 
coffee containng a sedative. 

Munro kept her in the attic and 
used her as a hostage.

The present and third edition of 
this standard work on animal 
husbandry has been revised, and 
in part re-written, to bring it 
into conformity with modern ideas 
and practice. Several new chapters 
have been added and many new 
diagrams and illustrations incor- 
orated. Every feature of animal 

usbandry is dealt with in detail, 
in respect to horses, cattle. sheep, 
pigs and poultry, including ducks, 
geese, and turkeys. Dogs and cats 
are not forgotten. Chapters are 
included on rabbit husbandry and on 
fur farming, with special reference 
to silver and blue foxes, the mink;

Arthur Benoni 
Evans (9781-1854), the poorest and 
least socially secure of the three, 
was by no meahs an inconsiderable 
poet, and the first of his family to 
collect coins The collection of coins, 
indeed, seems to be the symbolic core 
round which was built up the variety 
of approaches tu the past history of 
man, for which the Evanses most 
distinguished themselves. One sus- 
pects finally that it is only the ucci- 
dent of the order in which they lived 
which has produced any perspective 
of interest as between the members 
of this extraordinary family. Vic. 
torian English industrialists, as a 
class, may have a lot.to answer for; 
but here is a case in which their 
good fortune merely gave full play 
to genius which was clearly always 
there. 

In any case, they were not Eng- 
lish. Although during the scope of 
this book they live and work in 
England, the blood is predominantly 
Welsh and Huguenot French. The 
mixture works itself out in con- 
trasted ways: John Evans’ attention 
is on Baltic Europe, his son’s on 
Mediterranean Europe, the Balkans, 
the Levant and Crete. Even their 
Celtic blood never involved them 
much in TIreland, though John 
travelled here, and -had correspon- 
dents who supplied his collections of

The which South-Eastern 
Europe had on Arthur Evans comes 
out. very vividly in the letters and 
journals which are copiously quoted. 
His spiritual home was Ragusa, 
which he found first in 1876, and 
where he and his*wife lived in the 
late seventies. Part of the time 
he spent in an Austrian jail; and 
it is instructive to superimpose on 
the great archeologist the earlier 
figure of the young man acting as a 
more or less of lg aE lkan 
Correspondent for the J/anchester 
Guardian. As a result, his dream 
city was forbidden to him for most 
of his middle life. The contrast 
between all this and the wearying 
grind against Oxford committees. 
which fell to his* lot as Keeper of 
the Ashmolean, shows the breadth 
of his abilities. 

Palpably he was a great archolo- 
gist: whether he was exactly a 
gcod one, is another matter. Very 
wisely, Miss Evans barely touches 
on controversial issues which affect 
people still living. But we get a 


rather frightening insight into his | 


method of treating his material and 
writing his books, which lends some 
colour to the irreverence of younger 
workers. And his attitude towards 
Knossos was proprietary: ‘‘ The 
Palace of Knossos was my idea and 
my work, and it turns out to be 
such a find as one could not 
hope for in a iifetime or 
in many lifetimes. . . I must have 
sole control of what 1 am personally 
undertaking. With other people it 
may be different, but I know it is 
so with ine; my way may not be the 
best, but it is the only way I can 
work.' In all this there is more than 
a trace of the virtuoso attitude, the 
Great Conductor who matters more 
than the work. It is a product of 
his financial independence and of 
that phase of his science. His father 
did not have it; the worthiest of 
his successors will not have it. The 
great archeologists of the last gene- 
ration are a dying race. 

This book is the finest possible 
memorial to one of the greatest of 
them; my only regret is that I have 
no space to suggest some of the 
many ether merits it possesses.

By law, the 
Port and Docks Board is under an 
i obligation . tog .build-. a bridge 
further down the Liffey than Butt 
Bridge, but it has its own ideas 
on the subject of a site, with the 
result that no such bridge exists. 
These differences cannot be 
allowed to continue. They 
interfere with the comfort of 
citizens, and they forbid the 
orderly -development of Dublin. 
Manifestly, neither body is pre- 
pared to yield to the other; and 
the obvious solution is to place 
both under the control of an over- 
riding authority. “ The Nomad ”’ 
observes, as this paper has 
observed for many years, that 
there is no hope of Dublin’s 

development in a proper, planned, 
orderly manner until the incon- 
sistencies of its local administra- 
tion are smoothed out. City, 
county and port are inter- 
dependent; none of them can 
exist without the other; and, in 
respect of planning and manage- 
ment, they ought to be a unit. 
“Two cumbrous machines,’’ he 
says, “ are set in motion in the 
hope that seaweed may some Cay 
be made to Alisappear from Liffey 
walls!” The trouble. is that, 
while there may be a hope, there 
is no imminent likelihood of its 
disappearance.

Women After the War 


The demobilisation of Britain’s 
war-time army will present a 
major problem. When the last 
war ended demobilisation was a 
more or less haphazard and 
uncontrolled -process. The main 
object of the authorities seemed 
to be to. take men off their hands 
as quickly as possible, without 
consideration of their ability to fit 
themselves into a _ peace-time 
world. This time, whatever 
settlement finally brings peace, 
no nation will be anxious to 
demobilise rapidly; and all will 
see the necessity of releasing men 


| in a fixed order, according to their 


usefulness to reawakening industry 
and business, and of controlling 
the flow so that a flood, of 
unwanted men will not swamp the 
labour market. A special difficulty 
is presented by the women’s 
services. War has given women 
a new position; it has made a 
¢ | reality of the equality symbolised 
ns the granting “of the suffrage. 
Women have taken the place of 
men in factories and in transport ; 
they have been permitted to stand 
‘beside them in local defence ; and 
they actually have replaced 
-soldiers-in some róles behind the 
‘front line. Many of these women 
went straight from school or from. 
the home into national service, and 
have had no real experience in a 
world of peace, Their views, and 
those “of their sisters-in-arms, 
must have been affected greatly 
by, their service.

The Director of Education | for. 
Montgomeryshire, Mr. Glyn 
Davies, has made some pertinent 
remarks about children and the 
cinema. ‘It is a great tragedy,’’ 
he: says, aige the cinema has 
become ' purely . commercial 
agency. I ‘do not see any harm 
in children going: to. a cinema. 
two or three times a week, but. I 
do. object to them seeing adult 
films.” ' The common practice 
nowadays is to ascribe almost any 
case of juvenile crime to the 
influence. of, “the. pictures” ; 
indeed, the. culprits ‘themselves 
have learned to plea that 
influence in extenuation, since the 
magistrates seem so ready to heap 
blame upon it. If the influence 
rof the films is so baneful—though 
one must beg leave to: doubt it— 
the outlook for Ireland, no less 
than for the other English-speak- 
dng nations, is a grim one. The 
cinema is one of the most firmly- 
established of our institutions, and 
it cannot be uprooted without leav- 
ing an irreparable chasm in modern 
life. The fact may be regrettable, 
but it is a fact. Our authorities, 
however, have assumed that the 
cinema can change morals and 
manners as easily as it can alter 
hair-styles; and that is to ascribe 
a great deal of weight to a little 
celluloid. An adult citizen, who 
is deemed responsible enough to 
cast a vote to determine the 
future. of his nation, is surely 
responsible enough to maintain 
his balance before the productions 
of Hollywood. .He views them as 
entertainment, not as ideals. 
There is no fear that the people 
of Ireland will turn out in snow- 
shoes after seeing “ North-West 
Passage.”’ If the morals of 
Dublin survived the melodramas 
cf the old Queen’s Theatre, they 
can survive the picture-house. 
Unfortunately, the institution of 
censorship, on books as well as 
films, has been based on the 
question: “ Would you like your 
children to see it?’’ Of course, 
the mind of a child is influenced 
far more easily than that of an 
adult. That is no argument for 
treating adults on the footing of 
children ; it is a very good argu- 
ment for classifying films, so that 
children may be. kept from a film 
which is unsuitable for them, 
without adults being robbed of the 
right to see it.

This obviously 
is ‘not such a spectacular discovery 
as, say, some of the recent uses of.

as crime in Dublin is concerned, it!

The system was. devised by a de- 
tective officer of the: Dublin Police 
Force, and was taken u b the 
Garda authorities, By it the 
numbers of*stolen bicycles, "eesbianit. 
ing. to several thousand, are entered: 
in a notebook about twice the size 
of a pocket, diary, and indexed in 
such a way that anyone familiar 
with the system can tell in about 
three seconds whether or not a cer- 
tain number is in the book. The 
book also gives the make of the 
bicycle and.the date on which it 
was stolen. 

The small bulk of the book and 
oe convenienf*indexing.system make 

ssible-for a Guard to go, say, 
teh a bicycle park and inside an hour 
to examine a couple of hundred 
bicycles. If he finds one that has 
been stolen he then waits to inter- 
view the person: who comes to taze 
it away. 


POLICE FILING SYSTEM 


The use of this method is: held 
to be chiefly responsible for the fall 
in the number of stolen bicycles 
during the first six months. of this 
year. The figures are 638 for 1943, 
against 1,171 for the corresponding 
period of "1042. Even better results 
would be obtained if everyone knew 
the number of his or her bicycle, 
for, although there has been some 
improvement in this matter, in 
answer: to repeated police requests, 
there are still many pedple who 
have not taken this elementary pre- 
caution. 


This recording of the numbers of 
stolen bicycles is only one example 
of the part. played in crime detection 
and prevention by a good record 
system. With some parts of this. 
system the. public is familiar: the 
recording of finger prints, of photo- 
graphs, details of criminals’ 
careers. Not so well known is th 
system of mapping crime, to which 
reference was made in the preced- 
ing article of this series. On 
various maps. kept at. detectiv 
headquarters may be seen, record 
by pins or coloured flags, the in- 
cidence of certain types of crime in 
certain. districts, he use of such 
maps greatly helps in the detection

PUBLIC CO-OPERATION 

However, even if the police filing staff 
were large enough to file every piece 
of information about crime usder 
every possible heading, and if 
every member of the force were a 
Sherlock Holmes, they would still 
be: unable to obtain the best 
results in the war against. crime 
unless they are given the co-opera- 
tion of the public.. Generally the 
public do co-operate, and again and 
again the police acknowledge their 
debt to the public, especially to 
such classes as the pawnbrokers and 
many cycle agents, who are very 
helpful in tracing stolen property. 
But, it might be asked, do those 
members of the public co-operate 
who leave bicycles unpadlocked in 
the street, or those who gc shopping 
with a ‘handbag lying inside a 
basket or who leave their handbag 
on the stocking counter while they 
wander over to the woollen depart- 
ment, or he owner of the large, 
easily accessible, store-yard who 
refuses to provide his own night 
watchman, or any of the others on 
the long list of police non-co- 
operators? 

There is another form of public 
‘co-operation which does not come 
into an article on the police aspect 
of crime, but may be mentioned 
here, and left for fuller treatment in 
a later article. If is the co- opera- 
tion given by those who run boys’ 
clubs and girls’ clubs, either for re- 
creation or instruction, and those 
who help to provide and superintend 
playgrounds. Policemen are keenly 
aware of the value of these ameni- 
ties, and, though it is no part of 
their job to provide or maintain 
them, many of the police help them 
in their leisure hours. Again, though 
it is not a policeman’s job to relieve 
poverty, many of them do out of

they give to such institutions as the
